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My Impressions of The 35th Annual Assembly 


Among the many wonderful and 
pleasant impressions that were mine while 
attending my first General Assembly of 
the Church of God, the following are the 


most outstanding: 


A manifestation of the true family 
spirit and brotherly love was the firs: 
impression. From the first day to the last 
the thousands of people seemed like one 
big family who were having a re- 
union. Genuine love makes everyone feel 
good and it cannot help making a lasting 
impression. It is such a _ rare thing 
in this cold world outside of the family 
of God. Coming from a year’s labor with 
all kinds and classes of people, it makes 
us feel as if we are entering the vestibule 
of heaven to meet so many who are of the 
same spirit and striving for the same end. 

I had read of home-comings in the 
Church of God Evangel but had never 
attended one—I guess this must have 
been one from the way everyone felt and 
greeted one another. Greetings were gen- 
uine and impressed me that here were peo- 
ole who really loved one another and 
were united for a common cause. 
I saw no strangers. Coming almost as a 
stranger myself did not keep me a strang- 
er long. The warm welcome from the of - 
ficials on down to the least member of 
the organization makes one feel that he is 
among the best of friends and that he 
should walk worthy of such love and con- 
fidence, striving ever to make the Church 
of God the best in these modern times. 


In this large family gathering I saw 
no jealougy, strife, or contention which 
mark so many large gatherings in this 
world. I saw or heard of no one who had 
come to the gathering to change the of- 
ficials, the doctrine or the program in 
general. Everybody seemed to be happy 
and contented and so unified in every- 


thing that one was made to pray that this _ 


spirit would ever continue and that every 
member of the Church of God would al- 
ways consider the interests of God and 
the Church more than personal or selfish 
interests. If there were any contentious 
persons I did not find them and I hope I 
never shall. 

I saw no big “I’s” and little “‘you’s” in 
all the gathering. The general officials, 
the state overseers, the pastors of the larg- 
est churches and those of the smallest, as 
well as the least members of the whole 
organization, seemed all “one” and were 
friendly and brotherly one to the other. 
The officials in all their relations with 
the people seemed just like the people 
themselves. They were approachable and 
concerned with the needs of the least as 
well as the greatest. In other words, they 
were humanlike just like everybody else 
and yet they were highly respected and 
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honored for their position and  work’s 
sake. 

Everyone appeared to feel at home and 
seemed to make himself at home. The 
platform was just as free to the least lay- 
man as to the greatest minister. The col- 
ored members of the Church of God were 
just as free and the same friendly spirit 
was manifested in both. It reminded me 
of more than twenty-one years ago when 
I received the baptism in the Spirit in a 
tent meeting where both colored and 
white persons were blessed. 

The spirituality of the Assembly was 
wonderful. I doubt if any religious gath- 
ering anywhere in 1940 could equal this 
one in freedom of worship. It seemed more 
like an old-fashioned camp meeting than 
anything else. The power of God was 
daily present and the saints rejoiced in 
the Lord and in their sweet fellowship to- 
gether. It sounded like mighty thunders 
and rivers of living waters. It is no won- 
der the world calls such people peculiar 
and hard to understand. If the Church of 
God will keep this freedom of the spirit 
and always be open to Spirit manifesta- 
tions, they will constantly attract those 
of other churches who are spiritual. Be- 
fore now I have seen men classed as full- 
gospel ministers put their hands on pub- 
lic manifestation of the Spirit and appear 
to be ashamed of God’s blessings until 
their churches have become as dead and 
formal as the so-called denominational 
churches. God forbid that the Church of 
God ministers should ever start such a 
program. 

‘Lhe good reports of the growth of the 
Church in its every department made all 
realize that our movement is making great 
strides forward. One can see great possi- 
bilities for the Church in the years to 
come, if Jesus tarries. Let all connected 
with it do their utmost this year to make 
the gospel we preach known to everybody. 
We have something that we do not need 
to be ashamed of—something that we can 
boost, and something that will appeal to 
the thousands of believers who are look- 
ing for just such a program in the earth. 
Everybody is looking for something good 
and Biblical and we know we have that 
something. Let us therefore do our part 
and help the work grow by leaps and 
bounds. 

Another thing that impressed me was 
the good order and smooth running of the 
business sessions. This part of the pro- 
gram was carried on like clockwork in 
spite of the great crowds which over- 
filled the main auditorium, the Com- 
munity Hall, the other large halls and 
at times even the street outside. 

Last but not least, the Bishops’ Council, 


which was held several days before the 
main Assembly, is one unique feature of 
the Church of God government over 
many other groups. Instead of bringing 
all the important questions before the 
mixed multitudes to cause confusion and 
unnecessary discussion, the bishops (be- 
tween 500 and 600 in the Church) who 
are mature men with years of experience 
and sound in wisdom and in the knowl- 
edge of Bible teaching, review the busi- 
ness and problems of the Church first. 
This godly and sincere body of ministers 
at the 35th Assembly made a great im- 
pression on me by their reverence for God 
and respect for their leaders, their open- 
hearted attitude to know what is right 
and Biblical, and their willingness to car- 
ry out decisions as unto God. You could 
not help loving and having a great re- 
spect for such a body of men. These men 
certainly have the best interests of God 
and His Church at heart and are whole- 
hearted to do their part in the program, 
be it a place of great or little responsi- 
bility. The attitude seemed to be that if 
the heathen thought a man could do a 
job and trusted him to do it, he would 
do it or die in the attempt. 


Not once did I notice a person prac- 
tice politics or lectioneering for certain 
offices either for himself or for some 
friend. The election of officers was so 
free and carried on in such open and 
above board style that it was a pleasure 
to see the true Christian spirit manifest 
in this part of the business program. I 
did not hear in all those days a slighting 
remark or criticism and if some remark 
was made which even sounded like it re- 
flected on anyone it was quickly and 
humbly repented of. The various prob- 
lems were openly and frankly discussed. 
The bishops showed the ability and ex- 
perience necessary to weigh conclusions 
for and against a matter with a view to 
arriving at the best and most biblical 
course to take each time. What the Bible 
says was the final word on any question, 
if it was a Biblical question. If it was an- 
other matter pertaining to the Church, 
the best thing to do as decided by the 
majority was gladly accepted and made 
a unanimous decision. When such a de- 
cision was made, that settled it and there 
was no rebellious or stubborn spirit mani- 
fested. 

As a whole, the Bishops’ Council and 
the General Assembly were really beyond 
my expectations. May God grant it ever 
to stay this way, so that other strangers 
of the Church of God may be impressed 
with the whole spirit and program of the 
Church, coming to know that there are 
people in the world who are both honest

THIS is the heading of an article in the 
Pathfinder of November 9, discussing the 
New York State law requiring public ele- 
mentary schools to release children from classes one hour a 
week, if requested to do so by their parents, for religious in- 
struction. The motive behind the 
law, says the Pathfinder, was 
that ordinary Sunday School in- 
struction was inadequate and 
that it should be supplemented 
by religious teaching on regular 
school time. It seems that by 
last week several of the up-state 
communities had put the pro- 
gram into effect and that New 
York City was preparing to do 
sO. 

In issuing the regulations for 
the program, the Board in the 
City of New York moved 
warily. The regulations provid- 
ed, first, that any child could 
be released from school on re- 
quest of his parents during the 
last school session each Wednes- 
day; second, that any religious organization could start a re- 
ligious training program for the children; third, that no prin- 
cipal or teacher could comment on a child’s attendance or non- 
attendance in the religious classes, which sets forth that those 
classes must be held outside the schools themselves. It seems that 
there was great enthusiasm among all of the religious bodies 
and that Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish faiths began making 
preparation for the religious training centers in churches and 
synagogs in each of the city’s five burroughs. The Protestants 
decided to operate religious classes jointly and were the most 
advanced last week. 


Before the program could go into practice it had to have the 
approval of the Board of Education and the Board postponed 
action, finally agreeing to hold public hearing on the question 
on November 13. It seems that there is a storm of protest which 
the Board will have to hear at that time, because there are many 
who believe the scheme is a violation of the principle of separa- 
tion of church and state. It is predicted that court action will 
have to be taken for an interpretation of the law. 

Well do we remember the Scopes Evolution Trial held at Day- 
ton, Tennessee, a trial which possibly cost the life of a great 
man, William Jennings Bryan, who was fighting for religious

principles in the school. Occasionally there is religious sentiment 
enough mustered in a state to pass laws protecting belief in 
Christendom and standing against the anti-God spirit and open- 
ing up an avenue for more time for religious thought, but hard- 
ly is such a movement ever started that it does not strike an 
atheistic snag and attract nation-wide attention. We do not 
contend that such a law as passed by the New York State Legis- 
lature will help true and genuine Christendom, but at least the 
fight against it is a fight against the opening of an avenue 
through which Chrisitianity could be helped. We note that in 
most states, and in most cities, time may be taken off in the 
schools for ball games and shows and other things which are 
even less valuable to the children, but let someone talk of hav- 
ing a little time off for religion and immediately the fat is in 
the fire. If there was ever a time that America needed to wake 
up and take a little time off for religion, this is evidently that 
time, when the very atmosphere is charged with strife and war. 
It certainly is a time that Christian America should awake to 
the truth of Christendom and that some of the public avenues, 
including the school, the press and the radio, be even more open 
for Christian and religious thought to travel. 


THE latest news contained in statistics re- 
leased by various government agencies re- 
porting on business progress during 1940, is that business pros- 
pects for 1941 show that there is to be much more money and 
many more jobs for the American people. Secretary of Com- 
merce, Jesse Jones, reveals that 
the dollar income of the Ameri- 
can people totals for the first 
nine months of this year, $53,- 
962,000,000.00, 
$2,894,000,000.00 over the first 
three quarters of last year. It is 
estimated that the income for 
1940 will exceed $74,000,000,- 
000.00, approximately the 1939 
level and a gain of more than 
$4,000,000,000.00 over last 
year. The prediction is that the 
outlook for the farmers is par- 
ticularly bright. 

These predictions may be 
great heartening to the people 
as a whole but, after all, what 
will these people do with the 
more money that is made. Will 
it provide homes? Will it be spent in education? Will it be spent 
for the furtherance of the gospel of the Son of God? Or will 
it be thrown to the four winds of the earth by pleasure-seekers 
in places that will further damn the souls of men? Every true 
child of God should be heartened only by the fact that more 
money and more jobs will help them to further the gospel of 
the Son of God and to do more to conserve the principles for 
which the Bible stands and for those doctrines that are held 
dear to the Church: not to make money just to make it; not 
to make money just for the privilege of spending it, but to use 
it to the honor and glory of God, for that which we have comes 
from God and should be used for the furtherance of His cause 


and kingdom.

The “PRES” hold to a literal resurrec- 
tion of the saints before the Millen- 
nium. 1 Thess. 4:16; 1 Cor. 15:23. 
With no judgment for the saved. John 
5:24; Rom. 8:1. 

But a “White Throne Judgment” for 
the unsaved after the Millennium. 
Rev. 20:10-15; 21:8. 

The “POSTS” claim that Christ 
comes in death; or that He came at 
the destruction of Jerusalem, at the 
advent of the Holy Ghost at Pente- 
cost, etc. 

The “PRES” reply that Christ will 
come literally, visibly, and personally. 
Acts 1:11; Rev. 1:7; 1 Thess. 4:16. 
That we go to Christ at death. Phil. 1: 
23. 

That the destruction of Jerusalem was 
in A. D. 76, whereas John wrote the 
Revelation, whose theme is the Second 
Coming, on Patmos, A. D. 96. 

That the Second Coming is referred to 
many times after the advent of the 


Holy Spirit. 


. The “POSTS” delay Christ’s coming 


1000 years after the Millennium be- 
gins, and maybe for thousands of years 
thereafter. 

The “PRES” answer, Where is the 

sense of the injunctions to— 

a. WATCH for His coming. Matt.

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Steps Ju The Christian Life

Matt. 5:1-12. “Sermon on the Mount.” 

Whenever Jesus used an illustration, 
He used some familiar object. “Ye are the 
SALT of the earth.” Salt is a preservative 
element. Some messages have salt in them, 
and to listen attentively, preserves the 
soul. Hence, “He that hath an ear, let him 
hear.” 

My text, which adheres closely to the 
subject, is the 48th verse. “Be ye there- 
fore perfect.” P-E-R-F-E-C-T means 
“full Christian development.” 

The modernists tell us that the Ser- 
mon on the Mount is impracticable. But, 
if one is surrendered to God, it is most 
practicable. 

There are four downward steps and 
four upward steps in the development of 
a “FULL-GROWN CHRISTIAN 
CHARACTER.” 

FOUR STEPS DOWNWARD 


1. Blessed are the Poor in Spirit 

The Greek word for “poor”? means “ut- 
terly destitute.” The Law of Moses proves 
the sinner to be spiritually bankrupt. The 
gospel is the riches of God’s grace. Jesus, 
who was rich, became poor, that through 
His poverty we should become rich. “Poor 
in spirit” is the disposition which the 
Psalmist called a “broken heart,” the 
realization of spiritual destitution. This 
realization brings a remorse for sin, con- 
fession, and repentance; the soul then 
cries out for the riches of God’s grace. 
Regeneration is the result. God’s king- 
dom is then planted in the heart of the 
believer; a kingdom of righteousness, and 
peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. Rom. 
14:17. 

Again, “poor in spirit” is the realiza- 
tion of spiritual poverty, dependent on 
God. Hence, ask, and_ ye shall receive; 
seek, and ye shall find; knock, and it 
shall be opened unto you. Poor in spirit, 
rich in grace! 

This realization of spiritual poverty 
caused many Christians to cry out unto 
God in more than five hundred prayer 
meetings all over Wales, that brought 
about the great Welsh revival at the end 
of the nineteenth century. It was this 
realization that swept many from every 
denomination into this “latter rain’ re- 
vival and outpouring of the Holy Ghost. 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit, for their’s 
is the kingdom of heaven.” 

2. Blessed Are They That Mourn 


Jesus was so full of compassion, He 
wept at His friend’s tomb, He wept over 
the sinfulness of Jerusalem, He wept over 
the sinfulness of a “lost world in the gar- 
den.” Jesus, the Man of sorrows and ac- 
quainted with grief, wept. 

Some Christians are little 
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concerned 


these days over the condition of LOST 
SOULS. The cry of so many sinners is 
“No man careth for my soul.” What an 
indictment against the careless and indif- 
ferent Christian. It is when Zion weeps 
over the lost, with a travail for souls, 
that children are born into God’s king- 
dom. Isa. 66:8. What is true in the physi- 
cal realm, is also true in the spiritual. 

A view of the kingdom of heaven in its 
nearness leads to mourning. Suffering 
borne for the sake of God, and tears shed 
for the salvation of the unsaved, are the 
wellsprings of true comfort. 

A lady said she prayed for twenty years 
for her husband. Finally he became very 
cranky. Before his conversion, at the end 
of a camp meeting service, she asked some 
Christian ladies to fast and pray with her 
for her husband. They did, and she re- 
ceived such a burden of prayer for her 
husband that after they parted and re- 
turned home, she was unable to go to 
sleep. So she continued to pray in her 
bedroom. Her husband became angry and 
told her that he wanted to sleep, and if 
she wanted to pray, to go to the barn and 
do her praying there. So she went to the 
barn and continued to pour out her heart 
to God in travailing and prevailing prayer. 
The next night her husband was unable 
to go to sleep because of deep conviction 
for sin, and wanted to pray. But the wife 
said she wanted to go to sleep and for him 
to go to the barn and do his praying. He 
did, and strange as it may seem, prayed 
through to a deep experience of regener- 
ation. 

“He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubtless 
come again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” Psa. 126:6. “Blessed 
are ye that weep now, for ye shall laugh.” 
Luke 6:21. 

3. Blessed Are the Meck 

“Of all the trees, I observe God has 
chosen the vine, a low plant that creeps 
upon the helpful wall; of all the beasts, 
the soft and patient lamb; of all fowls, 
the guileness dove. When God appeared to 
Moses, it was not in lofty cedar, nor 
sturdy oak, nor spreading palm; but it 
was in a humble, slender, abject shrub, as 
if He would, by these selections, check 
the conceited arrogance of man.” 

The natural (carnal) man is proud 
and haughty. The spiritual man is meek, 
of lowly, humble and gentle disposition. 
Meekness is produced through discipline. 
“Tribulation worketh patience.” We learn 
to be meek through hardships, insults, 
suffering, pain, afflictions. Jesus learned 
obedience by the things which He suf- 
fered. Heb. 5:8, 9. Therefore Jesus said: 
“Learn of me, for I am meek and lowly 


at heart.” Patience is calmly enduring. 
Meekness is gentle, submissive and yield- 
ing to God’s will, mild of temper, love in 
poise. 

A lady out West, in society one night, 
was called Mrs. Smith. She retorted and 
said, “I am Mrs. Elizabeth Smythe.” She 
was always Lizzie Smith until her hus- 
band struck oil. A proud heart is sin. The 
Lord will destroy the house of the proud, 
but will beautify the meek with salva- 
tion. The meek shall eat and be satisfied. 

In stooping to be humble many pre- 
serve themselves. A soldier was stooping 
down to render assistance to a comrade 
who had been wounded, when a bullet 
passed over him, and he was saved. A 
missionary in Jamaica was questioning 
the little black boys about Matthew 5 
and asked, ‘““Who are the meek?” A boy 
answered, ‘““Those who give soft answers 
to rough questions.” Saint Peter said, 
“Let it not be the outward adorning of 
plaiting the hair, and wearing of gold, or 
putting on of apparel; But let it be the 
hidden man of the heart in that which is 
not corruptible, even the ornament of a 
MEEK, and quite spirit, which is in the 
sight of God of great price.” 1 Peter 3: 
3, 4. 

4. Biessed Are They That Hunger 
and Thirst 

“Hunger and thirst,” the strong and 
sensible bodily cravings employed to il- - 
lustrate the yearning of the soul for 
spiritual good. Righteousness of character 
and righteousness which is by faith sat- 
isfies the soul, nothing else can. 

Righteousness is the state of being 
right; acceptance with God; uprightness 
of character; rightness of principle and 
practice; godliness; traveling a straight 
course; obedience to divine lawful au- 
thority; the conforming of life to divine 
law, and spiritual purity. All this is ex- 
pressed in three words, “right with God.” 

This righteousness cannot be attained 
through human effort. The Pharisee tried 
it and failed. 

The Talmud says: “There are seven 
kinds of Pharisees. 1. The Shechemite 
Pharisee, who simply keeps the Law for 
what he can profit thereby, as Shechem 
(Gen. 34:19). 2. The tumbling Phari- 
see, who, in order to appear humble be- 
fore men, always hangs down his head, 
and scarcely lifts up his feet when he 
walks, so that he constantly tumbles. 3. 
The bleeding Pharisee, who, in order not 
to look at a woman, walks about with his 
eyes closed, and hence injures his head 
frequently, so that he has bleeding 
wounds. 4. The mortar Pharisee, who 
wears a cap in the form of a mortar (a 
vessel), to cover his eyes, that he may 
not see any impurities and indecencies. 5. 
The what-am-I-yet-to-do Pharisee who 
not knowing much about the Law, as 
soon as he does one thing asks, What is 
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Revivals in Barbados, B. W. I.

power of divine healing. But the healing 
of the lame man at the temple gate re- 
sulted in 5,000 Jews being converted in 
about five minutes and so stirred all Je- 
rusalem that it not only frightened the 
council which had crucified Christ two 
months before, but it caused the disci- 
ples to ask God to stretch forth His 
hands in more signs and wonders, for if 
one miracle was doing so much what 


would a lot of miracles accomplish? And 
down through the ministry of Paul and 
Silas to the present day divine healing has 
played an important part in all revivals. 
John Wesley records two hundred and 
forty-two distinct cases of healing in his 
meetings. And Spurgeon had so many 
sick healed when he prayed for them that 
he was afraid people would think his tab- 
ernacle was like the shrine at Lourdes, 
France. But that would not have troubled 
Peter when his shadow was healing the 
sick, nor Paul when handkerchiefs sent

They 
maintain that they are interested only in 
proclaiming Jehovah’s kingdom. That is 
a commendable ambition. However, when 
that Kingdom is established upon the 
earth and when the “knowledge of the 
glory of God fills the earth as waters fill 
the sea,” men’s feeble tongues will not be 
needed to declare it. The brightness and 
majesty and grandeur of the Kingdom of 
God will declare itself to all people. 
When the temple shall be built ‘‘all na- 
tions shall flow unto it.” Therefore, so 
long as we are in the world and subject 
to its government, we are commanded to 
be obedient to the dictates of the gov- 
ernment unless and until they go con- 
trary to the Word of God. No American 
is neutral when our country is at war. 
Their heart beats with one side or the 
other. The Witnesses say, ‘““We believe in 
defending God’s Kingdom.” God’s King- 
dom needs not the puny defense of man. 
He who shall establish it shall amply and 
divinely protect it. 

“Never has Jesus been so potent (pow- 
erful) in the affairs of men as in the past 
fourteen decades (140 years). The years 
from A. D. 1800 to A. D. 1940 have 
been the period in which He has moulded 
mankind as never before,” so said Dr. 
Kenneth Scott Latourette, as reported by 
TIME. He says further, “Christianity has 
had its ebb and flow. But, each high- 
watermark has reached farther than its 
predecessor, and each recession has not 
been as low as the one before it. . . . In 
the U. S. Christianity had sufficient life 
more than to keep pace with the phenom- 
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enal growth of the white population, and 
to attract as well about half of the Ne- 
groes and Indians, previously non-Chris- 
tian.” Well, the learned doctor has a per- 
fect right to so judge the religious status 
of U. S. but I am forced to take issue. 
It occurs to me that the Spirit of Christ 
has less and less influence day by day. 
True, there have been and are denomina- 
tional gains. There are possibly more 
“joiners” than heretofore, but it is mere- 
ly “joining and nothing more.” The Spirit 
of Christ will bring that intensity of de- 
sire to follow after Him in all the ave- 
nues of our daily lives. The Spirit of 
Christ, if followed, will do away with the 
awful, destructive forces of hatred and 
malice, class-hatred and mass-thinking, 
that is characterizing life in America to- 
day. 

The women’s Zionist organization of 
America recently concluded their annual 
convention at Cincinnati. These Jewish 
ladies are interested in the reclamation 
and rehabilitation of the Palestinian coun- 
try. They budgeted two hundred thou- 
sand dollars for that purpose for the com- 
ing year. Land bought by the fund, they 
stated, is nationally owned (by the Jews) 
and becomes a resource for the entire Jew- 
ish population in Palestine.

Chauffeurs have 
banded together by the thousands to form 
a Jewish Motor Transport Corps to give 
aid to the British. Factory workers who 
produce goods by the latest methods, es- 
pecially airplane parts, gas masks, steel 
instruments, electrical instruments, and 
textiles, all of which are badly needed in 
the Near East, are otherwise helping to

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The Unlimited Power of Jesus Christ

Matt. 28:18, “And Jesus came and 
spake unto them, saying, All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in earth.” 

I have often pondered on the question, 
Why do we try to limit God’s power? 
There are many ways that we do try to 
limit the power of God, even though it 
may not seem so. 


I find that it is very easy for us to try 
to limit God’s power when we are pray- 
ing. Oh, you may not think you do, but 
have you ever done like a certain sister 
that I am going to tell you about? There 
was a good, faithful sister living in Pa- 
hokee, Fla. She needed a sewing machine 
very badly so she decided to ask God for 
it. She prayed in this manner, “Lord, 
there are a number of old machines sit- 
ting in people’s attics that I could use and 
I want one. I know your power is suffi- 
cient.”” A few days later another sister 
presented her with an old sewing ma- 
chine. While thanking God for the ma- 
chine, God spoke to the sister and said, 
“You could have gotten a new machine 
just as easily but you only asked for an 
old one.” She got what she asked for. 
The old saying, “You get what you ex- 
pect,” is true in many Cases. 

Matt. 21:22 says, ‘And all things, 
whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, believ- 
ing, ye shall receive.” Praise the Lord! He 
says “‘shall receive,” not maybe or might, 
but ye shall receive. Then why is it we 
don’t accomplish any more? 

I am afraid that we are like the people 
were during the time that Peter was in 
jail. They were all gathered together 
praying for Peter’s release but were very 
surprised when he came walking in. If 
God were to send the power of the Holy 
Ghost and try to bless I don’t know 
whether we would be free or not. 

The 23rd Psalm says, ““The Lord is my 
shepherd; I shall not want.”

If we can give the same testimony that 
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Paul gave we have lots to be thankful 
for. Paul had lived true to God; he had 
consecrated his life to God to the extent 
that he was confident (without the least 
bit of doubt) that he was going to re- 
ceive the crown. Are you living that kind 
of life or are you falling short and trying 
to limit God’s power? 

Shall we limit God’s power to bless, to 
heal the sick, to make the blind to see 
and most of all to save souls? I say, NO. 

I have heard so many people say they 
are having a hard time and can hardly 
get along and keep the victory. Bless your 
heart, if you are in that number remem- 
ber 1 Peter 5:7, “Casting all your care 
upon him; for he careth for you.” When 
you go as far as you can then let God 
have a chance. Father and mother loves 
us and will go with us to the bedside and 
mother will hold our hand and wipe our 
brow with a cool cloth, but that is as 
far as they can go. But there is One that 
will go all the way, even across Jordan’s 
chilly tide into the promise land. That is 
the precious Son of God who hung on the 
cross for us. 
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Question Box 
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Question: I am a member of the 
Church of God. The mail carrier asked 
me this question and I told him about 
the Question Box. He said for me to send 
this question and that when the answer 
came, he wanted to see it. In the scrip- 
ture in 1 John 5:8, what is meant by the 
water, Spirit, and blood agreeing in one? 
one what?—R. C. 

Answer: It might be well to read the 
7th and 8th verses. “For there are three 
that bear record in heaven, the Father, 
the Word, and the Holy Ghost: and these 
three are one. And there are three that 
bear witness in earth, the Spirit, and the 
water, and the blood: and these three 
agree in one.” Bearing record, witnessing, 
and testifying are all one and the self- 
same thing. Our scripture sets forth that 
there are three in heaven which testify 
and that their testimony is a united tes- 
timony, that they testify the same thing. 
Then the same is true of that which is 
upon earth. There is testimony given by 
the Spirit; there is testimony in the water 
by way of water baptism as the answer 
of a good conscience toward God, not a 
putting away of the filthiness of the flesh 
but a symbol of a new life or a rising to 
walk in newness of life; the testimony of 
the blood is that of a clean and conse- 
crated life. But all of these testify one 
and the self-same thing, that is, the work 
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of God’s Spirit or the plan of salvation. 
In the 8th verse the Syriac says, ““And 
there are three witnesses, the Spirit, and 
the water, and the blood: and these three 
are in union.” Moffatt’s Translation says, 
“The witnesses are three, the Spirit, and 
the water, and the blood: and the three 
of them are in accord.” It seems to us 
that a comparison of these three transla- 
tions makes it perfectly plain that there 
are three separate and distinct testimonies 
and that yet these testimonies are as one. 

Question: Please explain Luke 5:36, 
“No man putteth a piece of new garment 
upon an old; if otherwise, then both the 
new maketh a rent, and the piece that 
was taken out of the new agreeth not 
with the old.”—Mrs. L. M. 

Answer: No text is easily understood 
without also reviewing the context. It 
might well be remembered that the scribes 
and Pharisees had been murmuring against 
the disciples; first, that they ate with 
publicans and sinners, and, second, that 
the disciples of John the Baptist fasted 
often but it seems that the disciples of 
Jesus ate and drank. Jesus answered the 
question in the 34th and 35th verses by 
likening Himself as the Messiah to the 
Bridegroom being with them and mak- 
ing a change in condition. Then to shed 
more light on the subject, He gave them 
the parable not to put a piece of new - 
garment upon an old, not to put new 
wine in old bottles, etc. The law and the 
prophets were until John. He occupied 
that pivotal point or great crisis in re- 
ligious affairs. The old covenant, the law, 
etc., came to an end and Jesus came as 
the mediator of a new and to establish a 
new covenant founded upon better prom- 
ises, therefore He said you should not try 
to mix the old with the new, nor put the 
old in the new, for as one is in its dying 
stage, fasting and sadness would be in 
order, but while the other is being ushered 
in there should be gladness and feasting. 
The parables are given to show the dying 
out of one age and the birth of a new.

“Fatherhood of God” and the “Broth- 
erhood of Man,” saint and sinner alike. 
The “PRES” say that God is Heaven- 
ly Father of the saved only; and that 
the unsaved are children of the devil. 
John 8:44; Eph. 2:1-5. 

That individual regeneration is the es- 
sential thing, and not the reformation 
of society. 

9. The “POSTS” reject the Second Com- 

ing of Christ, as the Jews did His First 
Coming. 
The “PRES” say that both lines of 
prophecy will be literally fulfilled; 
that if Luke 1:31 is accepted, Luke 1: 
32 must be as literally accepted. 

10. The “POSTS” give no ray of hope to 
Israel, God’s “chosen people.”

“pilgrims,” “‘sojourners,” “passengers,” 
“strangers,” “Hebrews.” Ezek. 36:26; 
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1 John 3:1; 5:11; Col. 3:3; John 17. 
13. The “POST” is a human optimist, 

with eyes shut to the facts. 

The “PRE” is a Bible optimist, with 

eyes open to prophecy, history, condi- 

tions, and looking to the Second Com- 
ing of Christ as the “Blessed Hope” for 
the church, for Israel, and for the na- 

tions of the earth. Titus 2:13.

c. Noahic: Man under Authority; 
ended in the Tower of Babel. 

d. Mosaic: Man under Law; ended in 
the crucifixion of Jesus. 

e. Gentile: Man under Grace; will end 
with Antichrist. 

f. Millennial: Man under the personal 
rule of Christ, who will bring order 
out of chaos. Even the Millennial 
Age will end in rebellion. 

Each dispensation begins with God’s 
favor toward man, and ends with man re- 
jecting God. The failure is with MAN, 
not GOD. 

It is asserted that the present rate of 
increase of converts to Christianity upon 
foreign fields is less than the natural in- 
crease of the heathen and Mohammedan 
populations of the world. At this rate how 
long will it take the “Posts” to convert 
the world? 

14. The “POSTS” hold that the Church 
and State will bring the disarmament 
of nations, and the reign of peace. 
The “PRES” hold that Jesus Christ 
must bring it in person. Isa. 2:2-4. 

a. The Revelation (Apocalypse) shows 
the coming of awful judgments for 
sins, and wars before the Millen- 
nium. Rev. 4 to 19. 

b. The “man of sin” revealed. 1 John 
2:18; Dan. 7:7-25; Rev. 13:1-10; 
Matt. 24:15, 16; 2 Thess. 2:1-8. 

c. The greatest wars are yet to come. 
“Armageddon,” and the assault of 
“Gog and Magog.” Isa. 14:29-32; 
24:3; Ezek. 38:2-17; Rev. 20:7- 
10; Joel 2:1-11. 

15. The “POSTS” claim that the church 
will achieve her own glory before the 
Millennium. 

The “PRES” hold that church will 
share His glory during the Millennium. 
Matt. 13:43; John 17:22-24; Rom. 8: 
17; Col. 3:4; Rev. 3:21; 5:10; 20:4-6. 
The world during the Millennium will

be under the personal administration 

of Christ, not of the church during’ 

His absence. 

16. The “POSTS” say this is ‘‘man’s 

DAY”—inventions, education, morali- 
ty, all of which will bring to earth a 
“perfect day.” 
The “PRES” acknowledge no right- 
eousness without a CROSS; see the fu- 
tility of reformation without regener- 
ation; quote “the wisdom of man is 
foolishness with God”; and claim that 
we are in the NIGHT, in an age of 
spiritual darkness. 

17. The “POSTS” do not differentiate 
between a church organization and the 
Church organism, the true “ecclesia.” 
The “PRES” see a coming apostasy in 
the professing church organization, 
but a closer union in the POSSESS- 
ING Church organism. 

18. The “POSTS” say that leaven in the 
Bible is a type of righteousness and the 
spread of the gospel. 

The “PRES” show from all Scripture 

that leaven is a type of evil. Ex. 12: 

15, 19; 13:7; Lev. 2:11; 6:17; 10:12; 

Matt. 13:33; 16:6, 11, 12; Mark 8: 

15; Luke 12:1; 13:21; 1 Cor. 5:6-8; 

Gal. 5:9. 

Instead of Church and gospel dominat- 
ing nations, politics, and armies at the 
end of this age, the Antichrist will be in 
league with nations, politicians, and 
armies—that if the “Pres” are too “‘pessi- 
mistic” regarding fallen human nature, 
the “Posts” are too “idealistic” regarding 
the same. Isa. 2:22; Phil. 3:3. 

What of the N. T. prophecies? 

“When the Son of man cometh, shall 
He find faith on the earth?” 

“As in the days of Noah, of Lot, so 
shall the coming of the Lord be.” 

“Iniquity shall abound.” 

“Evil men shall wax worse and worse.” 

“Perilous times shall come, when men 
shall be lovers of themselves more than 
God.” 

“They shall turn away their ears from 
the Truth.” 

Paul portrays the end of “this present 
evil age” in 2 Tim. 3:1-7, 13; 4:1-8; 1 
Tim. 4:1-3. 

James gives his picture in Jas. 5:1-8. 

Peter says, “Scoffers will ask ‘Where 
is the promise of his coming?’ ” 

John shows condition of present 
Church Age in his letters to the Seven

19. The “POSTS” hold no “key” to Old 
Testament prophecy. 

The “PRES” give hope to Israel in 

unconditional promise to Abraham; 

her national forgiveness (Isa.) ; restor- 
ation to her lands (Ezek.); her re- 
clamation for service (Zech., Joel, 

Jer.) ; and a REDEEMED earth from 

the curse of sin (Rev. 21:1); but not

my duty? and I will do it. 6. The Phari- 
see from fear, who keeps the Law because 
he is afraid of a future judgment. 7. The 
Pharisee from love, who obeys the Lord 
because he loves Him with all his whole 
heart. Yet Jesus said, “ . . That except 
your righteousness shall exceed (go be- 
yond) the righteousness of the... . 
Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter the 
kingdom of heaven,” verse 20. 

Our righteousness includes not merely 
moral rectitude, but that righteousness 
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which is by faith, in contrast with the 
Pharisaic self-righteousness. The Chris- 
tian’s righteousness is spiritual, a state 
of mind, and eternal. The Pharisaic is 
worldly, outward service, and transitory. 

Jesus, though fashioned in the likeness 
of sinful flesh, yet without sin, and for 
sin, condemned sin in the flesh: That the 
righteousness of the law might be ful- 
filled in us, who walk not after the flesh, 
but after the Spirit. Rom. 8:3, 4. 

God received Jesus at His own right 
hand, which meant that the righteous 
Father considered the Son righteous. John 
16:7-10. The coming down of the Holy 
Ghost on the day of Pentecost was proof 
that the risen Savior had been exalted. 

The Holy Spirit convicts the world 
that Christ’s righteousness is offered to 
all and is sufficient for all. He convinces 
man that he has no righteousness in him- 
self. Human righteousness is as filthy 
rags. (Isa. 64:6). As soon as the Holy 
Ghost convinces man of his own un- 
righteousness, He presents God’s right- 
eousness as a gift. Rom. 3:21. God's 
righteousness IS Jesus Christ.

“But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Je- 
rusalem, and in Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth,” Acts 1:8.

The spotless lives of 
God’s children will draw unbelievers to 
Christ when all the colleges of the uni- 
verse fail.
